ABSTRACTS  OF  THE  MINUTES  OF  COMMITTEE  AND 
ANNUAL  MEETINGS,  1906-1909. 


Executive  Committee  Meeting,  October  2 3rd,  1906. 

Six  new  names  were  presented  and  five  supplemental. 

Mr.  Herbert  Dupuy,  V.  P.  for  Penna. ,  presented  to  the  Society  18 
volumes  bought  by  him  from  the  Societe  de  l'Histoire  du  Protestantisme 
francais. — Thirty-eight  volumes  were  also  presented  to  the  Society  by 
the  French  Society.  The  Chairman  of  the  Library  Committee  was  given 
authority  to  buy  for  the  French  Society  several  books  not  procurable  in 
France. 

Estimates  for  circulars  of  information  and  for  Volume  V  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Huguenot  Society  of  America  were  reported  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Publication  Committee,  and  were  accepted. 

The  President  handed  in  letters  received  by  him  in  regard  to  James- 
town Celebration  "that  the  Huguenot  Society  meet  with  the  Charleston 
and  Virginia  Societies  to  hold  their  Annual  Meeting  in  Norfolk,  Va. " 
Laid  on  the  table,  that  the  question  be  discussed. 

Executive  Committee  Meeting,  Nov.  16th. 

Five  of  the  pedigrees  presented  at  the  last  meeting  were  accepted  and 
all  of  the  supplemental,  and  two  new  names  proposed. 
Treasurer's  Report  accepted. 
Report  of  Monument  Committee  approved. 

The  question  laid  on  the  Table  at  the  last  meeting  in  regard  to  the 
invitation  to  hold  the  Annual  Meeting  at  Norfolk,  Va. — at  the  indivi- 
dual expense  of  members  wishing  to  attend  was  discussed  and  letter  read 
from  Mrs.  Burruss  through  whom  invitation  was  sent.  Resolution  pas- 
sed that  the  "Regrets  of  the  Society"  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Burruss  and  the 
Board  of  Governors,  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  it  was  inexpe- 
dient to  accept  the  invitation  and  to  request  that  any  further  communi- 
cations be  sent  through  Col.  Richard  L.  Maury,  the  V.  P.  for  Virginia. 

Report  from  Chairman  of  Publication  Committee  that  having  made 
some  abreviations  in  the  Volume  of  proceedings  he  has  sent  it  to  Mac- 
Queen  with  request  for  another  estimate  for  500  copies. 

On  motion  of  Judge  Bookstaver  after  discussion,  resolved  thai  a  Com- 
mittee be  appointed  to  have  some  lectures  given  during  the  coming 
winter,  and  th?.t  the  secretary  report  at  the  next  meeting. 

Mr.  C.  B.  Mitchell  reported  having  attended  a  Banquet  of  the  Colo- 
nial Wars  as  representative  of  the  Huguenot  Society. 

A  beautiful  poem  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Flagg  was  read  and  much  appre- 
ciated. 

Resolution  offered  by  Dr.  Flagg,  duly  seconded  and  adopted  that 
"The  Secretary  be  requested  to  extend  to  our  much  loved  President 
the  sincere  condolences  of  the  Exec.  Com.  on  his  late  severe  accident, 
and  their  hopes  that  Providence  may  see  fit  to  restore  him  speedily  to 
health. 
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Resolution  offered  by  Mr.  Banta,  seconded  by  Mr.  Mitchell  and  pla- 
ced in  the  hands  of  the  usual  Committee  "  that  we  have  a  banquet  the 
coming  year,  and  trust  to  Providence." 

Resolved  that  future  action  in  regard  to  the  Florida  matter  be  de- 
fered  until  later. 


Executive  Committee  Meeting,  Dec.  $th. 

Two  candidates  elected.  One  new  name  read. 
Treasurer's  Report  accepted. 

Telephone  message  that  the  President  was  much  better  and  thanked 
the  Com.  for  their  kind  attention. 

The  Secretary  read  to  the  Committee  the  letters  written  by  her  to 
Mr.  B.  B.  Johnston  Chairman  of  Board  of  Governors  and  the  Chief  of 
Department  of  Congresses  and  special  Events  of  the  Jamestown  Exposi- 
tion and  to  Mrs.  Burruss. 

Letter  read  of  Mr.  A.  C.  Zabriskee  to  Mr.  C.  B.  Mitchell  in  regard  to 
Medal  found  at  Matanzas  Inlet  which  he  thinks  belongs  to  the  16th  Cen- 
tury. Also  letter  from  Mr.  Middleton  concerning  skulls  sent  by  him 
to  the  Huguenot  Society.  As  by  resolution  "no  further  action  was  to  be 
taken  until  later"  the  Secretary  so  informed  him.  Mr.  Duval  to  be  re- 
quested that,  during  his  visit  to  St.  Augustine,  he  would  look  over  the 
ground  where  it  is  supposed  the  Huguenots  were  massacred. 

Reported  from  the  Committee  on  Lectures  that  Mr.  Adolphe  Cohn, 
professor  at  Columbia  University,  has  consented  to  give  three  conferences 
in  French  on  Huguenot  subjects  for  $150.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Rhinelsnder,  this  report  was  approved  and  accepted. 

The  election  of  Stewards  for  the  Banquet  was  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  Chairman  of  the  Stewards. 

In  reply  to  a  letter  from  Miss  Helen  de  Peyster  offering  to  read  at 
one  of  the  meetings  a  translation  made  by  her  from  the  first  volume  of 
the  "Geschichtsblatter  des  Hugenotten- Vereins"  the  Secretary  was  au- 
thorized to  accept  her  offer — and  to  remind  her  that,  as  the  authority  for 
translation  had  been  formally  given  by  the  German  to  the  American 
Society,  these  translations  became  the  property  of  the  American  Society. 

In  reply  to  the  invitation  of  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of

Pa.  and  the  James  Wilson  Memorial  Committee  to  attend  the  Memorial 
Services  at  Christ  Church.  Philadelphia,  the  Secretary  had  responded 
that,  owing  to  the  illness  of  the  President,  this  invitation  had  not  been 
received  in  time  to  permit  of  an  answer  being  sent. 

Executive  Committee  Meeting,  Jan.  n,  1907. 

The  Candidate  presented  at  last  meeting  was  elected.  Four  new  names 
presented.  Mrs.  Arthur  Iselin  being  the  daughter  of  our  4th  President 
Col.  Jay,  and  granddaughter  of  our  1st,  Hon.  John  Jay,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Rhinelander,  the  rules  of  the  Society  were  laid  aside  and  she  was  duly 
elected.  Also,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Rhinelander,  resolved  that  on  the  affir- 
mative vote  of  the  Pedigree  Com.  the  Secretary  be  authorized  to  de- 
clare the  other  3  candidates  elected,  subject  to  ratification  at  the  next 
meeting. 

Report  of  the  Treasurer  accepted. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Publication  Committee  reported  that  Vol.  5 
of  the  proceedings  was  ready  and  that  he  had  spent  $116  for  the  printing 
of  which  $48.90  was  to  be  handed  over  by  the  Secretary. 

The  amount  voted  on  was  for  $130  and  the  Chairman  was  thanked 
for  having  reduced  the  amount. 

Letters  from  Rev.  Dr.  Van  Dyke  and  Mr.  Stanley  Weyman  were  read. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Banquet  Committee  decided  that  the  tickets  be 
$5.  Tickets  have  been  printed  and  room  at  Delmonico's  engaged  for 
April  15  th. 

Date  of  Society  meeting  for  February  19th.  The  Chairman  of  the 
Publication  Committee  asked  to  request  Miss  de  Peyster  to  read  her  pa- 
per on  the  19th.  Mrs.  Snitzler  to  be  asked  to  read  her  paper  on  the 
"Life  of  the  Rev.  J.  Laborie "  at  same  meeting.  The  Secretary  re- 
quested to  write,  thanking  Mr.  Dupuy  for  his  generous  gift  of  18  Volu- 
mes bought  in  Paris. 

Executive  Committee  Meeting,  Feb.  8,  1907. 
Report  of  Treasurer  accepted. 

The  Secretary  reported  that,  by  authority  given  her  at  the  last  meet- 
ing, she  had  notified  the  three  candidates  of  their  election.  Two  new 
names  were  presented. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Library  Committee  requested  permission  to 
have  the  Price  List  of  the  books  of  the  Society  printed.  She  was  au- 
thorized to  have  the  printing  done. 

Society  Meeting,  February  19,  1907. 

A  meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  at  the  Woman's  Municipal  League, 
19  East  26th  Street,  at  8  o'clock,  on  February  19th,  1907. 
Mr.  Banta  in  the  chair. 

The  Secretary  was  excused  from  reading  the  minutes  of  the  prece- 
dent Society  Meeting. 

The  address  written  by  Mrs.  John  H.  Snitzler  on  her  ancestor  entitled 
"A  Biographical  Sketch  of  Dr.  Jacques  Laborie",  was  read  by  the  Se- 
cretary who  prefaced  the  paper  by  a  Resume  of  the  Several  Pastors  of 
the  French  Church  in  New  York. 
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Thanks  were  voted  to  Mrs,  Snitzler  for  her  very  interesting-  paper. 
Mr.  Banta  added  to  the  interest  of  the  paper  by  giving  some  historical 
data  and  anecdotes  of  the  various  pastors,  and  a  copy  was  asked  for  the 
Proceedings. 

Mr.  Banta  then  introduced  Miss  Helen  De  Peyster  as  Speaker  of  the 
evening.  Miss  De  Peyster  read  a  Resume  from  her  very  able  transla- 
tion of  4,Geschichtsblatter  des  Deutschen  Hugenotten-Vereins. "  Thanks 
were  voiced  to  Miss  De  Peyster  for  the  patience  and  energy  shown  by 
this  able  translation  and  for  the  interesting  excerpts  culled  from 
the  book.  A  copy  of  her  paper  was  also  requested  for  the  Proceedings. 
The  Meeting  was  now  adjourned  and  the  Society  represented  by  some 
25  Members  adjourned  for  refreshments. 

NOTE  BY  THE  SECRETARY. — As  the  translation  of  the  whole  book  will  be  published  when 
completed,  the  Committee  decided  to  defer  the  printing  of  this  paper  until  then. 

Executive  Committee  Meeting,  MarcJi  14th,  ipoj. 

Secretary  reported  that  she  had  represented  the  Society  at  the  fun- 
eral of  Prof.  Rees,  one  of  the  early  and  most  active  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee.     Resolution  of  sympathy  to  Mrs.  Rees  voted. 

Treasurer's  Report  accepted. 

The  candidates  elected  whose  names  were  read  at  the  last  meeting. 
Six  new  names  presented.  The  question  of  sending  out  extra  pedigree 
blanks  discussed.  The  Chairman  suggested  that  all  pedigree  blanks 
sent  out  from  the  Library  must  be  accounted  for  viz:  either  filled  out 
for  presentation,  or,  if  not  used,  returned  to  the  Library.  No  other  blanks 
can  be  given  until  this  is  done  except  by  order  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. The  Committee  leave  the  matter  with  the  Chairman  of  the 
Pedigree  Committee  and  will  stand  by  her  action. 

Thanks  voted  to  Mr.  Howland  Pell  for  two  volumes  of  Canadian  Ar- 
chives. 

Voted  that  the  Committee  cannot  break  the  rules  by  sending  List  of 
names  with  addresses  to  the  Journal  of  American  History. 

Report  from  monument  Committee.  Letter  from  Mr.  Merrill,  from 
Mr.  Kirby  read.  Resolved  that  unless  communications  are  soon  recei- 
ved by  the  Secretary  of  the  Monument  Committee  that  the  Chairman 
take  the  matter  in  hand. 

Executive  Committee  Meeting,  April  8th,  1901. 
Treasurer's  report  accepted. 

Five  of  the  candidates  presented  at  last  meeting  elected.  Two  new 
names  proposed.  On  suggestion  and  motion  of  the  President,  seconded 
by  Mr.  Rhinelander,  decided  that  in  the  Pedigrees  the  full  name  of  the 
wife  be  given,  and  also  the  name  of  the  husband. 

Question  as  to  the  Financial  situation  of  the  Society  taken  up  by  the 
Treasurer  and  fully  discussed,  the  Treasurer  authorized,  if  the  United 
Charities  do  not  allow  the  rebate  the  Society  has  had  since  1890  (or  1891), 
to  take  the  rooms  on  their  own  terms  for  one  year.  The  Treasurer  pro- 
posed that  the  monies  now  under  the  head  of  Permanent  Fund  be  pla- 
ced in  some  good  interest  bearing  Bonds  which  would  bring  in  $100  a 
year  more.  On  motion  of  Mrs.  Lawton  seconded  by  Mr  C.  B.  Mitchell, 
Resolved  "That  Mr.  Rhinelander  be  authorized  to  make  the  change," 
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further  resolved  -'That  the  bonds  in  question  be  coupon  Bonds  selected 
by  the  Treasurer,  that  the  treasurer  need  not  register  said  Bonds  but 
hold  them  for  the  Society." 

Report  from  the  Banquet  Committee  that  everything-  is  in  readiness*, 
and  that  no  money  will  be  asked  from  the  Treasurer  until  all  bills 
come  in.

Treasurer's  report  accepted. 

Those  proposed  at  last  meeting  elected.

Report  of  the  Monument  Committee. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Monument  Committee  has  the  honor  to  report 
that  it  has  been  decided  not  to  attempt  placing  a  monument  on  the  spot 
first  designated.  Two  members  of  the  Committee  sent  at  their  own  ex- 
pense Mr.  Hrdlicka  of  the  Smithsonian  Institute  to  excavate  and  exa- 
mine closely  all  skeletons  found  there.  He  reported  that  these  were  In- 
dian skeletons.  It  was  proposed  to  the  Committee  that,  as  there  is  ab- 
solutely no  doubt  as  to  the  spot  where  Fort  Caroline  stood,  that  the 
Society  could  safely  place  a  monument  there.  During  the  coming  summer 
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experts  and  engineers  will  examine  carefully  to  find  the  remains  of 
the  breast  works  of  the  old  Fort.  The  matter  of  erecting  a  monument 
was  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting  left  to  the  option  of  the  Committee. 
With  the  sanction  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  Society  will  then  be 
called  upon  for  contributions.

Meeting  of  the  Monument  Committee,  May  iyth,  1907. 

A  Meeting  of  the  Monument  Committee  was  held  after  the  Meeting 
of  the  Stewards  on  May  17.  T907.  Letters  from  Dr.  Webb  to  Mr.  Merrill, 
Secretary  of  the  Committee,  and  from  Mr.  Rieman  Duval  were  read. 
The  investigations  were  not  satisfactory  in  regard  to  the  site  of  the 
Massacre  at  Matanzas  Inlet.  General  Brooke  who  spends  his  winters  at 
St.  Augustine,  Fla.  thinks  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  Huguenots  landed 
on  the  Southern  end  of  Anastasia  Island.  He  mentioned  an  Army  En- 
gineer Officer,  Mr.  Lewis  R.  Mc  Lean  of  St.  Augustine,  who  would  doubt- 
less accompany  whoever  goes  from  here  to  Fort  Caroline,  and  examine 
also  the  Southern  part  of  Anastasia  Island.  After  much  discussion,  it 
was  thought  best  that  Fort  Caroline  be  marked  with  a  tablet,  and  that 
the  Monument  be  erected  on  the  site  of  the  Massacre  at  Matanzas  Inlet. 
Resolved  that  no  action  be  taken  until  careful  personal  investigation  be 
made  on  the  spot  by  the  Chairman  and  some  other  Member  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  share  the  responsibility  with  her. 

Executive  Committee  Meeting  May  17th,  ipoj. 

The  Treasurer  reported  that  in  Accordance  with  instructions  given 
at  the  last  Meeting,  she  had  procured  Bonds.  The  Secretary  read  the 
names  of  the  Vice  Presidents  and  Members  of  the  Executive  Committee 
who  had  accepted  their  nominations,  and  reported  the  deaths  of  General 
de  Peyster  and  Mr.  William  Vail  Brokaw.  The  usual  answer  was  to  be 
sent  to  Mr.  Edw.  Arleer  of  London  who  desired  List  of  Members  with 
addresses. 

Yukon-Pacific-Exposition  invited  the  Huguenot  Society  to  held  its 
Annual  Meeting  of  1909  at  Seattle.   Answer  left  with  Secretary. 
Treasurer's  Report  accepted. 

Pedigree  Committee  reported  fourteen  snpplementals  and  three  new 
names.  This  being  the  last  Meeting  until  the  Fall,  the  Secretary  was 
authorized,  on  the  affirmative  report  of  the  Pedigree  Committee,  to  ac- 
cept the  supplementals,  and  to  declare  the  Candidates  elected,  subject 
to  ratification  at  the  next  Meeting. 

A  poem  presented  at  the  Banquet  by  Dr.  Fla^g,  Thanks  were  voted. 

A  change  in  the  Constitution  was  read  and  after  much  d:cusssion  it 
was  modified  to  read  as  follows  (adding  to  Article  3)  .  .  AND  THOSE 
MEMBERS  MUST  HAVE  PERSONALLY  KNOWN  SUCH  CANDI- 
DATES FOR  OVER  A  YEAR  AND  VOUCH  FOR  THEIR  GOOD 
STANDING  ".   The  motion  was  made,  duly  seconded  and  passed. 

Mr.  Rhinelander,  Chairman  of  the  Stewards,  reported  that  for  the 
first  time  in  the  Annals  of  the  Banquets,  no  money  had  been  asked  from 
the  Society,  and  that  $16  had  been  returned  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Stewards.  This  was  owing  to  money  received  from  proceeds  of  Lec- 
tures.

Report  of  the  Monument  Committee 


Owing'  to  the  very  depressed  and  depressing  state  of  the  Market,  it 
was  considered  unadvisable  to  formulate  any  plans  or  to  ask  for  any  do- 
nations towards  the  Fund.

The  site  of  the  former  seems 
to  be  well  known,  and  is  marked  on  all  Maps. 

We  had  so  many  deaths  during  the  past  year  that  we  need  every  dol- 
lar we  can  get.  One  Lady  sent  us  unasked  a  donation  of  Sio  towards  our 
running  expenses.  It  was  most  thankfully  received.  It  would  be  most 
gratifying  if  others  would  follow  her  example. 


The  Chairman  of  the  House  Committee  begs  to  report  that  three  teas 
were  given  during  the  winter  at  the  Society's  rooms.  The  January  and 
February  teas  were  not  as  well  attended  as  could  be  wished,  but  the  last 
was  a  great  success  and  most  enjoyable.  It  is  hoped  and  expected  that,  as 
the  teas  become  more  generally  known  to  the  Society,  the  Members  will 
take  more  interest  in  the  social  reunions.

Treasurer's  report  accepted.  He  also  presented  the  list  of  Members 
dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues  since  1883 — 71  in  number,  a  loss  to  the 
Society  of  §2, 270. 

Seven  names  presented. 

Mr.  Cornelius  B.  Mitchell  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. 

Mrs.  Lawton  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Library  and  Pedigree  Com- 
mittee, and  Mr.  Mirabel  was  elected  Assistant  Secretary  to  fill  the  Office 
created  some  years  ago  by  the  Society. 

Mr.  Lester,  Vice-President  for  New  Rocheile,  told  the  Committee  of 
the  very  interesting  work  being  done  by  the  Huguenot  Association  of 
New  Rocheile,  and  asked  their  co-operation  towards  the  purchase  of  the 
house  at  New  Rocheile  which  they  have  chosen  for  their  headquarters 
and  as  a  Museum  for  Huguenot  relics. 

Executive  Committee  Meeting,  November  iot/1,  1908. 
Treasurer's  report  accepted. 

The  Secretary  reported  the  deaths  of  three  Members:  Mr.  Lewis  S.

Association.  Dr.  Darlington  who  was  to  have  been  the  Representative  of 
the  Society,  missed  his  train  and  Dr.  Flagg  gave  a  most  excellent  address. 

ENTERTAINMENT  FOR  THE  NEW  YORK  SOCIETY  OF 
AMERICAN  HUGUENOTS  BY  THE  HUGUENOT 
SOCIETY  OF  NEW  ROCHELLE. 

The  members  of  the  Huguenot  Society  of  America  received  an  invi- 
tation from  the  Huguenot  Society  of  New  Rocheile  to  visit  their  City. 
The  object  of  such  invitation  was  to  attend  the  ceremony  of  unveiling 
a  monument  with  the  inscription  of  the  names  of  those  Huguenot  refugees 
who  were  the  earliest  settlers  of  the  above  City  giving  it  its  name.  The 
Mayor  of  New  Rocheile  unveiling  the  memorial  delivered  an  appro- 
priate address.  The  Rev.  Charles  F.  Canedy,  D.D.,  presided,  offered  a 
prayer,  made  an  address,  and  extended  a  cordial  welcome  to  the  invited 
guests.  An  historical  paper  was  read  by  Thos.  S.  Drake,  Esq.  Dr. 
Darlington,  President  of  the  Board  of  Health,  in  New  York,  and  the 
appointed  representative  of  the  New  York  delegation  having  missed  his 
train,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Edward  O.  Flagg,  a  member  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, was  requested  to  take  his  place. 

Responding  to  this  request  the  following  sentiments  were  a  portion 
of  his  remarks.    He  stated  how  pleased  the  authorities  of  our  country 
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are  to  give  the  right  hand  of  fellowship  to  the  immigrants  of  every  name 
and  nation  who  with  honorable  intentions  might  seek  a  home  within 
our  free  and  vast  domain.  He  spoke  of  the  Huguenot  Society  as  a  silent 
protest  against  any  infringement  upon  our  constitutional  rights  either  in 
Church  or  State.  Defensively  and  not  aggressively  did  he  exalt  Amer- 
ican citizenship  defining  its  incomparable  mission  and  its  great  respon- 
sibility. 

A  very  toothsome  and  ample  repast  was  then  appreciatingly  enjoyed 
by  keen  appetites. 

Thanks  were  voted  for  the  generous  hospitality  of  the  entertainers. 

The  collation  was  supplemented  by  a  delightful  sail  upon  the  Sound. 
After  the  conclusion  of  so  unique  a  reception  all  retired  to  their  respect- 
ive abodes.  It  is  needless  to  assume  that  each  felt  still  more  proud  of 
the  Organization  to  which  he  or  she  belonged  and  perchance  breathed  a 
secret  prayer,  that  our  national  motto,  "  He  that  brought  us  over  will 
sustain  us"  might  in  its  fullest  sense  be  verified  and  justified.

The  occasion  was  a  most  interesting  one,  and  the 
setting  artistic  and  beautiful.  In  fact  the  whole  scene  filled  the  eye  and 
satisfied  the  mind.

Tuesday  the  29th  of  September  was  a  red  letter  day  in  the  old  Hu- 
guenot Village  of  New  Paltz  for  it  was  the  occasion  when  the  bowlder 
monument  erected  by  the  Huguenot  Patriotic  Historical  and  Memorial 
Society  of  New  Paltz  to  the  twelve  patentees  to  whom  Governor  Ed- 
mond  Andros  granted  the  Paltz  Patent  on  the  29th  day  of  September, 
1677,  was  unveiled.  The  monument  consists  of  two  bowlders  of 
Shawangunk  Mountain  Grit  one  of  which  is  the  base,  the  other  the  shaft. 
It  is  placed  in  the  triangular  space  directly  in  front  of  the  Memorial 
House.  The  ceremonies  took  place  on  the  lawn  of  Abram  Deyo  Broad- 
head  immediately  opposite.  The  countryside  for  miles  around  gathered 
at  New  Paltz,  and  the  day  was  faultless.  Seats  were  arranged  in  the 
form  of  an  amphitheatre  and  Mr.  Broadhead's  porte-cochere  was  used  as 
a  platform  for  the  speakers  who  were  Ralph  LeFevre,  President  of  the 
New  Paltz  Society,  Judge  Frank  Hasbrouck,  of  Poughkeepsie,  formerly 
President  of  the  Holland  Society  and  Judge  A.  T.  Clearwater  of  Kings- 
ton, one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  of  the  Huguenot  Society  of  America  and 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Huguenot  Society  of  New 
Paltz  and  a  life  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Huguenot  So- 
ciety of  South  Carolina.  A  notable  coincidence  was  the  fact  that  Mr. 
Broadhead's  house  was  built  in  the  year  1680  by  Christian  Deyo  and 
Pierre  Deyo,  Huguenot  ancestors  of  Judge  Clearwater  who  delivered  the 
address.  Let  into  the  shaft  of  the  monument  is  a  bronze  tablet  cast  by 
the  Gorham  Company  which  contains  the  following  inscription: —

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The  New  Paltz  patentees,,  who,  driven  by  religious  persecu- 
tion from  their  native  France,  exiles  for  conscience's  sake, 
came  to  America,  after  a  sojourn  in  the  Rhine  Palatinate, 
near  Manheim,  here  established  their  homes  on  the  banks  of 
the  Wallkill,  settled  the  country  purchased  from  the  Indians 
and  granted  by  patent  issued  by  Governor  Edmond  Andros  on 
the  29th  day  of  September,  1677,  and  nobly  bore  their  part 
in  the  creation  of  our  free  government. 

The  Huguenot,  Patriotic,  Historical  and  Monumental  As- 
sociation of  New  Paltz  erects  this  monument,  the  29th  day 
of  September,  1908. 

During  the  summer,  Mr.  Mirabel  made  a  list  of  all  Huguenots  known 
to  have  settled  in  New  Rochelle— this  appears  on  the  Tablet  in  addition 
to  the  names  found  by  the  Huguenot  Association. — He  has  supplement- 
ed this  li^t  for  the  Library,  giving  their  homes  in  France,  where  they 
landed,  where  they  settled,  with  dates  and  authorities.  —  He  has  com- 
pleted, as  far  as  the  Records  go,  the  Genealogies  of  the  Guion  and  Char- 
davoyne  families. 

A  Lady  from  North  Carolina  brought  to  the  Library  a  Silver  cup  now 
in  possession  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Guion,  a  descendant  of  Isaac  Guion,  and 
kindly  allowtd  Mr.  Mirabel  to  copy  all  the  names  engraved  on  it. 

The  Minutes  of  the  several  Committees  from  19c 6  to  Nov.  1908  are 
ready  for  the  printer  and  also  the  Family  names  of  Huguenot  Refugees 
to  America,  represented  in  the  Membership  of  the  Society.  (This  list  is 
the  old  one  compiled  by  Mrs.  Lawton,  revised  and  added  to.) 

Six  of  the  Candidates  presented  in  May  were  declared  elected  by  the 
Secretarv,  suject  to  ratification  at  this  Meeting.  The  Committee  rati- 
fied their  election.  Six  names  were  presented  and  by  order  of  the  Pre- 
sident, the  first  reading  was  dispensed  with,  the  Chairman  of  the  Pedi- 
gree Committee  having  been  authorized  to  examine  and  correct  them  for 
action  at  this  Meeting.  Having  been  pronounced  correct,  these  candidates 
were  declared  duly  elected.  Four  supplemental  claims  were  presented, 
three  of  which  were  accepted.  The  fourth  not  yet  verified  as  Huguenot. 
One  new  name  was  presented. 

The  new  Circular  of  Information  and  new  List  of  Members  were 
printed  during  the  Summer. 

Mr.  C.  B.  Mitchell  is  to  represent  the  Society  at  the  Colonial  Wars' 
Banquet  and  at  that  of  the  St.  Nicholas. 

The  Treasurer  read  a  statement  showing  the  probable  deficit  at  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  year.  Resolved  "that  a  Special  Meeting  be  called  to 
discuss  the  financial  status  of  the  Society. 
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Special  Meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee,  Nov.  25//Z,  1908. 
Treasurer's  report  accepted. 

The  Treasurer  read  again  his  Statement  of  probable  deficit,  which, 
as  in  the  case  of  all  Societies  and  Clubs,  must  be  divided,  prorata,  bet- 
ween the  Members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

In  regard  to  "Ways  and  Means"  for  raising-  money,  Resolved  "that 
the  matter  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary,  who  has  option  to  ar- 
range an  entertainment,"  this  confirming  power  given  her  at  a  pre- 
vious Meeting. 

Resolution  that  the  amount  of  the  Publication  Fund  $18.90  be  return- 
ed to  the  General  Fund. 

Mrs.  Eliza  De  Peyster  Clarkson  to  be  Chairman  of  House  Com- 
mittee. 

Executive  Committee  Meetiiig,  Dec.  15th,  1908. 
Treasurer's  report  accepted. 

One  Candidate  elected,  though  pedigree  is  without  dates  of  Baptisms 
and  Marriages  for  three  generations.  According  to  a  Resolution  passed 
at  a  previous  Meeting  when  there  is  proof  that  records  have  been  des- 
troyed, other  proof  is  accepted. 

Resolution  to  have  a  Banquet  on  Tuesday,  April  20th,  1909. 

Mr.  William  Dalliba  Dutton  appointed  to  represent  the  Society  at  an 
Entertainment  to  be  given  to  Rear  Admiral  Evans  by  the  Navy  League 
of  the  United  States/ 

Executive  Committee  Meeting,  Feb.  1st,  1909. 

The  Secretary  Reported  the  deaths  of  Mr.  William  H.  Potter,  Mrs. 
G.  Austin  Morrison  and  Mr.  Samuel  R.  Thayer,  the  latter  a  Member  of 
Committee.  Mrs.  Lawton  to  write  to  his  brother.  The  Secretary  also 
reported  that  a  Lady,  who  resigned  in  1904,  on  account  of  the  death  of 
her  husband,  wished  rejoin  the  Society  and  become  a  Life  Member.  The 
Committee  decided  that  she  could  rejoin  the  Society  and  become  a  Life 
Member  by  paying  $5  initiation  fee  and  $50  Life  Membership. 

The  Treasurer  in  his  report  showed  a  deficit  of  $19.15,  and  asked 
permission  to  take  money  from  the  Permanent  Fund  as  it  is  needed  for 
the  expenses  until  April  13th,  the  amount  to  be  then  returned  to  the 
Permanent  Fund.     Authority  to  do  so  given  him  by  the  Committee. 

Four  names  were  presented,  and  the  pedigrees  being  pronounced 
correct  by  the  Pedigree  Committee,  the  Candidates  were  declared  duly 
elected. 

A  letter  read  from  Mr.  Lester  asking  subscriptions  for  the  purchase 
and  improvement  of  the  Huguenot  Headquarters  at  New  Rochelle.  The 
Secretary  requested  to  write  Mr.  Lester  that,  much  to  the  regret  of  the 
Committee,  it  will  be  impossible,  owing  to  the  present  finances  of  the 
Society,  to  aid  them  in  their  work. 

The  Committee  appointed  the  President,  the  Treasurer  and  the  Se- 
cretary a  Banquet  Committee;  the  Treasurer,  Chairman  of  the  Stewards, 
with  power. 
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Executive  Committee  Meeting,  March  15th,  ipop. 
Treasurers^  report  accepted. 

He  asked  instructions  in  regard  to  some  Members  who  had  not  paid 
for  two  and  three  years.  Ruled  that  he  be  requested  that  their  name 
had  been  dropped  and  to  quote  the  amendment  in  the  Constitution  pas- 
sed last  year. 

Three  names  presented. 

Mr.  George  S.  Bowdoin  promises  to  donate  fifty  dollars  towards  the 
Banquet  expenses. 

Mrs.  Lawton  reported  that,  as  the  Society  had  not  published  any- 
thing for  several  years  and  as  the  Foreign  Societies  sent  their  Publica- 
tions every  year,  she  had  thought  it  best  to  write  them  that  until  the 
Huguenot  Society  of  America  resumed  these  publications,  the  Society 
would  pay  the  yearly  subscriptions  for  the  Foreign  Publications.  Action 
of  the  Secretary  ratified,  and  Resolved  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  Sister 
Societies.

In  answer  to  questions  sent  to  the  Sister  Foreign  Societies,  Monsieur 
Weiss,  Secretary  of  the  Society  of  the  History  of  French  Protestan- 
tism, reports  that  their  Library  is  continually  increasing.  He  says  that 
in  his  opinion  there  is  on  the  Continent  but  one  Huguenot  Society  which, 
like  the  London  Society,  has  mapped  out  its  work  to  search  History  and 
to  rescue  from  oblivion  all  traces  left  by  the  Huguenot  Refugees. —This 
is  the  German  Society  —  President.  Monsieur  Charles  Correvon.  The 
Commission  de  l'Histoire  et  de  la  Bibliotheque  Wallonnes,  whose  Presi- 
dent is  Pastor  E.  Bourlier,  may  also  lay  claim  to  the  title  of  Huguenot 
Society. 

The  Societe  d'Histoire  Vaudoise  collects  everything  concerning  the 
history  of  those  Vaudois,  who  were  in  reality  French,  but  who  are  now 
half  Italian.  The  President  is  Monsieur  Paolo  Longo. 

The  last  Society  founded  is  La  Societe  d'Histoire  du  Protestantisme 
Beige. 

Mr.  Giuseppi,  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  London  Society,  says  that 
their  Society  has  had  its  three  ordinary  Meetings  at  which  three  papers 
have  been  read.  The  other  part  of  the  Society's  work  has  been  devoted 
to  its  publications. 

{Note  by  Mrs.  Law  ton. -These  Publications  are  paid  for  by  individual 
Members  of  the  Council.)  The  Publications  of  1908  were:  1.  The  Re- 
gisters of  the  French  Church  of  Portarlington.  Ireland,  edited  by  Thomas 
Philip  Le  Fanu,  and  2.  Returns  of  Aliens  Dwelling  in  the  City  and  Sub- 
urbs of  London,  (Index)  edited  by  R.  E.  G.  Kirk  and  Ernest  F.  Kirk. 

Monsieur  Charles  Correvon,  President  of  the  German  Huguenot  So- 
ciety, expressed  himself  as  very  much  touched  by  his  election  as  Honor- 
ary Member  of  the  American  Society,  and  will  do  all  in  his  power  to 
merit  the  honor.  He  says  that  the  German  Society  has  not  been  very  act- 
ive during  late  years,  but  hopes,  after  a  reorganization,  to  be  better  able 
to  maintain  and  develop  its  publications. 
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Monsieur  Paolo  Longo,  President  of  the  Vaudois  Society,  says  that 
he  has  been  President  of  the  Societe  d'Histoire  Vaudoise  for  nine  years 
and  that  during  that  time  they  have  been  very  actively  engaged. 

Rev.  Robert  Wilson,  President  of  the  Huguenot  Society  of  South 
Carolina  says  that  they  have  over  300  members,  not  a  third  of  whom  are 
residents  there,  and  the  Society  meets  only  on  the  Anniversary,  all  the 
work  in  the  interval  being  done  by  the  Executive  Committee,  which 
being  interpreted  means  the  President. 

Mr.  Henry  M.  Lester,  President  of  New  Rochelle  Huguenot  Asso- 
ciation says  that  the  early  part  of  1908  was  taken  up  with  gathering  sta- 
tistics and  historical  matter  connected  wTith  securing  the  list  of  Hugue- 
not names  which  were  incorporated  on  the  bronze  tablet  that  was  erected 
on  the  Huguenot  Monument  at  Hudson  Park. 

Since  that  time,  the  Association  has  taken  on  considerable  activity, 
the  lines  of  work  having  been  largely  broadened  out.  The  Association 
has  acquired  by  contract  a  plot  of  ground  on  North  Avenue  upon  which 
they  have  placed  the  old  Huguenot  house  formerly  occupied  by  the  De 
Veaux  Family  and  later  by  Thomas  Paine,  which  they  have  had  repaired 
for  the  purpose  of  having  it  made  into  a  museum,  using  it  as  the  head- 
quarters of  the  Association  and  fitting  it  up  with  the  relics,  furniture 
and  other  interesting  things  in  connection  with  the  history  of  the 
town. 

Mr.  Ralph  Le  Fevre,  President  of  New  Paltz  Historical  Society,  says 
that  he  can  report  considerable  progress  in  one  line  and  another  during 
the  past  year.  The  museum  of  relics  and  antiques  in  their  Huguenot 
Memorial  House  is  slowly  increasing.  Their  monument  with  tablet 
containing  the  names  of  the  twelve  Huguenot  Patentees  was  unveiled 
Sept.  29.  It  is  perhaps  as  fine  a  bowlder  monument  as  there  is  in  the 
Country.  The  Society  has  made  some  progress  in  the  translation  of  old 
French  documents,  which  have  been  saved  in  old  collections  at  New 
Paltz.

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Report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Hudson-Fulton  Celebration. 

The  Hudson-Fulton  Commission  having  invited  the  Huguenot  Society 
of  America,  in  conjunction  with  certain  other  patriotic  Societies  of  New 
York,  to  participate  in  the  Historical  Parade  of  September  28th,  1909, 
the  Executive  Committee  accepted  the  invitation  and  appointed  Mr. 
William  Dalliba  Dutton,  Chairman  of  a  Committee  to  be  selected  by 
him.  MrD.itton  named  as  his  associates  Messrs  T .  J.Oakley  Rhinelander, 
Cornelius  B.  Mitchell,  William  Mitchell,  Woolsey  McA.  Johnson,  Henry 
M.  Lester  and  Dr.  Thomas  Darlington. 

As  the  Hudson-Fulton  Commission  desired  the  Society  to  man  and 
escort  a  float  to  represent  some  event  of  Huguenot  history  connected 
with  the  State  of  New  York,  the  Committee  suggested  the  episode  of  the 
transferring  of  titles  of  land  at  New  Rochelle,  to  Huguenot  settlers,  by 
Governor  Jacob  Leisler,  in  1690,  and  the  idea  was  accepted  and  put  into 
execution  by  the  Commission.  Invitations  to  act  as  members  of  a  Guard 
of  Honor  to  the  float  were  sent  out  by  the  Committee  to  all  the  men 
members  of  the  Society,  followed  by  frequent  notices  describing  the 
intended  celebration  and  giving  information  relating  to  it.  About  thirty 
members  responded  affirmatively  to  the  call.  Through  the  efforts  of  Mr. 
Henry  M.  Lester,  President  of  the  Huguenot  Association  of  New  Ro- 
chelle, and  also  a  Member  of  the  Committee,  fourteen  ladies  and  gentle- 
men of  tha:  association  volunteered  toman  the  float,  thus  giving  a  pecu- 
liar appropriateness  to  the  event  depicted.  The  assistance  of  these  mem- 
bers of  the  New  Rochelle  organization  was  gracefully  tendered  and 
most  effectively  rendered  and  was  thoroughly  appreciated  by  the  Hu- 
guenot Society  of  America. 

The  Colonial  Wars  of  the  State  of  New  York  very  kindly  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  our  Members  three  hundred  seats  at  cost  price  on  their  stand. 

All  the  arrangements  were  successfully  carried  out.  On  the  morning 
of  September  2Sth,  those  gentlemen  who  were  to  act  as  the  Guard  of 
Honor  met  at  the  library  of  the  Society  where  they  were  most  agreeably 
surprised  to  seethe  Secretary.  Mrs.  Lawton,  who,  before  they  began  their 
march,  served  them  with  refreshments,  sent  through  the  generosity  of 
Mr.  Rhinelander.  At  the  time  arranged,  the  Guard  of  Honor  repaired  to 
110th,  Street  and  Central  Park  West,  from  where  the  Parade  was  to  start, 
and  there  took  its  proper  position  following  the  Huguenot  Float. 
Throughout  the  long  line  of  march  much  enthusiasm  was  shown  by  the 
public  in  frequent  applause  for  the  float,  those  who  were  upon  it  and 
for  the  Guard  of  Honor. 

Each  participant  in  the  Parade  felt,  later,  a  genuine  satisfaction  in 
having  honored  the  Huguenots  who,  according  to  accepted  tradition, 
accompanied  Hudson  on  his  voyage  of  discovery-one  which  added  a  new 
and  glorious  page  to  their  history.
